CONTAGION GUARDED AGAINST. 


New Rules Concerning Admission to Pri 


mary Department. State Agent Hers. 


Outlines of Work In Geography 


and History. 


The vacation of the schools this spring 


will be from April 3 to April 10. The reg- 
ular work of the schools for the past 
month has been considerably interrupted 
by the prevalence of measles and hard 
colds. The interruption has been more 
serious than usual on account of the 
stringent rules of the new board of health. 
Hereafter no child will be admitted to 
school from a family in which there has 
been contagious disease except on certifi- 
cate from the board of health. Formerly 
a doctor's certificate was all that was re- 
quired. Superintendent HaU has received 
notices every day from 
the board of 


health concerning cases of contagious di- 
seases, and as soon as such notices are re- 
ceived he notifles the teacher of the room 
in which the pupil is studying and the 
child is excluded. 
Superintendent Hall 


has an arrangement by which every pupil 
is located by number, so that all this 
work can be done very promptly u.nd 
without mistake. 


A change has been made by the com- 


mittee regarding the admission of child- 
ren to the schools. It has been customary 
to admit children to the lowest primary 
grades twice a year—fall and spring—but 
it has never been possible to admit them 
at any time the parents chose to send 
them. For various reasons the committee 
has decided to admit them hereafter only 
in the fall. The reasons for this are that 
the primary departments are already 
overcrowded, and to admit more would be 
unfair to those now attending. 
Cheap 


assistants would have to be employed and 
the work would not be so well done. 
Therefore all children applying during the 
remainder of this school year will be sent 
to the kindergarten, where there is plenty 
of room and experienced teachers are em- 
ployed. A circular explaining the whole 
matter will soon be issued by the com- 
mittee. 


James Hill, agent of the state board of 


education, was In the city yesterday and 
today inspecting the drawings by public 
school pupils. He visited the high school 
this morning and the primary and gram- 
mar grades this afternoon. 
He also ad- 


dressed a meeting of the teachers this 
afternoon at 4 o'clock. 


The Braytonville schools have been 


closed two days on account of needed re- 
pairs on the furnace, and the teachers 
have been visitirg the other schools under 
tne direction of Superintendent Hall. 
It 


is hoped the Braytonville schools can be 
opened again tomorrow. 


Superintendent Hill has prepared new 


outlines of work in geography and history 
which will soon be printed for the use of 
the teachers.

The meeting was called to order at 2.39 


o'clock by Rev. F. D. Penney as presiding 
officer.

Mr. St. James 
said his work was stoutly opposed when 
he began it in Worcester, but since then a 
chapel has been built and satisfactory 
progress is being made. Mr. St. James 
thought mission work should be done 
among the French people of this city and 
Adams. 


Rev. 
H. L. Morehonse, D. D., of New 


York spoke on "New England's New 
Duty," which he believes to be the evan- 
gelization of the foreigners that are al- 
ready here and still coming in such large 
numbers. He thought there should be a 
local mission established. Dr. Morehouse 
exhibited a large chart which served to 
illustrate his statements, and his address 
was heard with exceptional interest. 


It is said that the conference will prob- 


ably result in the establishment of a per- 
manent mission here to carry on the work 
advocated by the speakers at this meeting.

Whatever Bin Nntlounlltj He la Matter of 


thr Romany Tongue. 


One of tho most striking features of the 


genuine Romany is his preservation of tho 
ancient.tongue, which has been handed 
down from parent to child through the 
long centuries that have olapeod since It 
was the common language of their people. 
Wherevor true gypsies are found, whether 
In Spain or Hungary, Greece or England, 
thoy still rotaiu some knowledgo of tho 
Romany tongue. Their possession of this 
old timo language was the subject of sev- 
eral interesting conversations between 
myself and my roving friends. 
They sel- 


dom or never usoU it among themselves, 
they told me, though they had picked it 
up from their parents in their youthful 
days. Sometimes they made use of it 
when engaged in horsa dealing, finding it 
ooiucnieut for" making certain matters 
understood to each other whioh it would 
not be to their interest for Die purchaser 
to understand. But apart from ouch occa- 
sions words ot the Romany tongue hardly 
ever cross their lips. I made a point of 
testing their memory and instruction by 
means of Georgo Borrow's "Romano Ltivo- 
Lil," or "Gypsy Word Book," and found 
it a very difficult matter to puzzle them. 


A curious incident occurred to some of 


the Grays, who not long ago were encamp- 
ed in a meadow a short distance from 
Leeds. A number of Greek gypsies, who 
hud left their native laud for the now 
world, but wore Dot permitted to land and 
weru sent back to Europe, had a short 
time before landed at Liverpool and wore 
making their way across country to the 
cast coast 
On their way they fell In with 


tho Grays and took up their quarters in 
ttio santu meadow. Attempts wore made 
by my friends to enter into conversation 
with them, but as of course tho Grays 
could not speak Greek, nor could the 
strangers speak English, little headway 
was made. At length one of the Grays 
fell back on the old Romany tongue, aud 
in an instant the light of iutulligeuca 
elcamod in the eyes of the wanderers from 
a far land. As was but natural, there was 
some confusion and misunderstanding, 
but for all that each of the parties was 
able to arrive at a fair idea of tha other's 
meaning.—Good Words.

When the combination of chef, head wait- 
er and proprietor, all covered by one fez, 
presented his bills, it amounted to a sum 
that> would have supported an oriental and 
his family for a month.

New Haven, March 28.—The counci, 


in the heresy case of Eov. William T. 
Brown met yesterday afternoon in 
the Congregational church at Madison, 
and Rev. Newman Smyth of 
New 


Haven read the decision of the council, 
by wliich Kev. W. T. Brown was ac- 
quitted of every charge. The docu- 
ment was a very important one, as it 
was the first formal expression of a 
Congregational council on the "New 
Theology." The statement began by 
calling 
attention 
to the necessity 


of 
having only educated men in 


the ministry of the Congregational 
church and to the fact that the mem- 
bers of tho Congregational church had 
the right to appeal to a consociation 
for advice when they thought the 
teachings of tho pastor to be erroneous. 
The decision of this body is final, so far 
as any authority is superior to the in- 
dividual church.

struction was held here lust evening 
and as a result several recommenda- 
tions for changes in warships will be 
sent to Secretary Herbert. A request 
| from the Cramp company of Philadel- 


I phia that they be allowed eighteen 
| months' and twelve months' extension 
I of time for the completion of the bat- 
| tleship Iowa and the armorsd cruiser 


Brooklyn was laid before the board. 
The Cramps made the claim that they 
were entitled to tho extension on the 
ground that the original drawings for 
gun supports and the roller paths for 
turrets were changed by the navy de- 
partment more than a year after the 
contract was awarded. This reason 
the board considered good, and decided 
to recommend to the secretary that the 
request be granted. The board also 
decided to recommend that the for- 
ward compartment of the battleships 
Massachusetts and Oregon (now prac- 
ticall y ready for transferJto the" gov- 
ernment) should be divided into an 
upper and a lower section, so that 
in the event the lower becomes filled 
with water, the upper department will 
be secure. The plans for the recon- 
struction of the cruiser Chicago were 
laid before the board. They propose 
to increase the deck protection over the 
bows and clear to the stern, thus giv- 
ing the vessel a protective deck, and 
to change her spar plan so as to talra 
away ali her heavy top hamper. These 
plans were approved and it was also 
decided to replace the present arma- 
ment with fourteen 5-inch rapid-fire 
guns. A recommendation was also 
agreed on that the horsepower of the 
vessel shall be Increased from 5,000 to 
9,000, thus giving an increase of speed 
of from fifteen to eighteen knots an 
hour, and also providing space for 300 
tons of coal additional. If these de- 
sires of the board on construction ara 
carried out, it will take about two 
years to turn the Chicago into a new 
vessel.

pold McClintock, Hon. W. H. Montague, 
Canadian minister of agriculture; Jos. 
G. Colmer, secretary of the Canadian 
office in London, and many other 
prominent personages. The president 
of the club, Sir Robert Gillepsle, pro- 
posed a toast to the governor general 
of Canada and the Dominion, coupl ing 
the names of Chamberlain and Mon- 
tague. Upon Mr. Chambe rlain's rising 
to respond he was loudly cheered. He 
declared that, whatever test gauged 
her greatness, Canada stood to-day first 
among the group of kindred nations 
which, together with the United King- 
dom, 
formed the British empire. H« 


had often visited Canada, he said, and 
knew men on both sides of the Atlantic 
who once assumed that the manifest 
destiny of Canada was to be absorbed 
by the great republic upon her south- 
ern frontier. That ancient controversy, 
Mr. Chamberlain declared, was in con- 
trast with the present determination 
of Canada to maintain her local insti- 
tutions and draw closer the bonds uni- 
ting her to the parent stem. 
Canada's Loyalty When War Threatened. 


The recent isolation of tho United 


Kingdom and the dangers which 
seemed to threaten had evoked from 
all the colonies, and especially from 
Canada, an outburst of loyalty and 
affection. To none of her majesty's 
subjects was the recent shadow of war 
more ominous than to Canada; yet 
therO was no hesitation on her part, 
and unanimous voice was made in com- 
mon cause with the United Kingdom. 
(Cheers.) The speakers oi the Dominion 
parliament struck the right note when 
they spoke of "our empire." "Could 
an expression of loyalty from all the 
colonies," he asked, "pass without seri- 
ous effort on the part of both colonial 
and imperial statesman to transform 
these high sentiments into practical 
results? We must seek the line of least 
resistanca" 


Danger of Duties on foreign Imports. 
Mr. Chamberlain referred to the 


motion offered in the Canadian house 
of commons by Mr. McNeall that a 
small duty be levied by each member 
of the empire against foreign products 
imported by them and that the pro- 
ceeds from such duties be devoted to 
the imperial inter-communication and 
defense. Mr. McNeall's proposal, he 
said, was entitled to respectful con- 
sideration. If tha English objected to 
it they ought to propose an alterna- 
tive. At the same time the importance 
of the proposal ought not to be mini- 
mized. It would involve a most serious 
disturbance of the trade of the United 
Kingdom and a great change in the 
principles which for many years have 
guided its commercial policy. 
The 


proposed duty would tend to increase 
the cost of living to the working classes 
of the United Kingdom, and hence in- 
crease the cost of production, render- 
ing worse the position of the British in 
competition with foreign countries in 
neutral markets. 
Great Britain, in 


return, would get a very small prefer- 
ence—amounting to 2, perhaps 5 per 
cent.—in competition with foreigners 
in colonial markets. 
This pioposal 


Mr. Chamberlain considered a very 
startling one for a free-trade country, 
and he feared that it would be impossi- 
ble of adoption in its present form. 


Free TraUo Throughout the Empire* 
Mr, Chamberlain suggested that the. 


true zollverein of the empire, viz, free 
trade throughout the empire, despite 
tlia involving of duties against foreign- 
ers, might be discussed and would 
probably lead to a satisfactory arrange- 
ment if the colonies were willing to 
consider it. (Cheers.) It had been as- 
sumed, he continued, that tho colonies 
would certainly refuse to consider such 
a Bug-gestion, but he was not convinced 
that they would do so. He contended 
that it would be so enormously advan- 
tageous to them that the colonies would 
be bound to consider it, but instanced 
some exceptions that would be neces- 
sary, holding, however, that tho gen- 
eral principle would be acceptable that 
between the various parts of the em- 
pire protection ought to disappear, any 
duties imposed being merely for reve- 
nue, not protection. (Cheers). 


An Aged Couple Kun Down by a Train. 
Holhdaysburg, Pa., March 26.—Mrs. 


McNally and John King, two aged 
persons whoso hearing is defective, 
while walking on the railroad track 
near Roaring Springs, this county, 
were struck by a passing train. Mrs. 
McNally died from the effects of her 
injuries. King lost an arm. and sus- 
tained several scalp wounds, but may 
recover.

PROBABLYMURDERED 


Accepted Theory Regarding the 


Death of Annie McGrath. 


UNGDON IS VERY ILL IS PRISOH 


ait Mouth Ulcerated, Indicating; That He 


Also Swallowed Poison—latest De- 


velopments in the Fatladel* 


phla Mystery. 


Philadelphia, March 26.—The theory 


Is now strongly entertained by the po- 
lice tkat Langdon, the wealthy coal 
operator now under arrest in connec- 
tion with the death of Annie Mc- 
Grath, murdered the girl, and they 
also believe that he endeavored to end 
his own life. The supposition is that 
Langdon saturated the towel now in 
possession of Detective Geyer with 
ether or chloroform, and after placing 
the towel over the girl's face he 
drugged himself. Police Surgeon An- 
drews' examination of Langdon shows 
that he had inhaled the fumes of some 
soporific drug, probably ether. The 
prisoner's tongue and lips are covered 
with ulcers similar to those found on 
the lips of the dead girl. Just what 
drug caused these eruptions has not 
yet been decided. 


Zjongdon's Mouth Ulcerated* 


To a reporter Dr. Andrews said: "I 


found that the whole of Langdon'e 
tongue was a series of mucus patches. 
From the lip of the tongue to the root 
there is considerable irritation, with 
small indentures surrounded by white 
circles. Ulcerations of this character 
might be caused by mineral acids, but 
in this case mineral acids were scarcely 
used, as the inflammation and ulcera- 
tions would be greater. On Langdon's 
tonirue they are not severe but merely 
superficial and quite recent. The lips 
are also irritated. Langdon complained 
of a sorenes* in the throat lie told 
me he thought excessive smoking 
might have caused both the ulceration 
of the lips and the sore throat. Smok- 
ing, however, will not have this effect. 
He looked like a sick man, and his ill- 
ness was such as would result from the 
inhalation of the fumes of a drug." 


Effect of Ether. 


The colored servant, Bertha Stewart, 


says that she heard her mistress scream 
out on Sunday afternoon at about 4:30. 
Dr. Andrews was askad if a person 
tinder ether would be likely to cry out 
or scream, "Oh, yes," he replied, "that 
is a common effect of the drug. 
Ether 


and chloroform act differently. Ether 
is a stimulant and a person suffering 
from its effects might scream. That 
is the primary state. The doctor also 
said that persons under ether were 
subject to hallucinations, and there 
was no accounting for their actions. 


SoouU the Idea of Suicide. 


Deputy Coroner Dugan scouted at 


the idea of suicide on the girl's part. 
"She had 8100 in her pocket when the 
bcdy was found," he said. "She wore 
good clothes and had diamonds. In 
addition to this she was too young to 
want to end her life." 
Langdon is 


said to be quite ill and a physician is 
attending him in prison. It is reported 
that Annie McGrath was engaged to be 
married to a young man in this city, 
but that the wedding had been post- 
poned until early nest year. In this 
connection it is stated that the solitaire 
diamond ring found in Langdon's pos- 
session when ha was arrested, is the 
engagement ring given to the young 
girl by her fiance.

Platt, rep., Conn., fixing the date for 
the final adjournment of congress on 
May 2, will ba reported back from the 
committee on appropriations and will 
probably be favorably acted upon. 
Nearly all the discussion to-day on the 
legislative appropriation bill is on the 
clause changing the fee system of U. 
S. attorneys and marshals to a salary 
system—the amounts appropriated be- 
ing assailed, but vainly, by several sen- 
ators. A joint resolution to amend tho 
constitution by prohibiting congress 
and state legislatures from using pub- 
lic moneys in aid of any institution 
controlled wholly or in part by any 
sectarian or religions association was 
introduced by Senator Gallinger, rep , 
N. H., and laid on the table for the 
present. 


The Houso of Representatives. 


The house to-day is considering the 


paragraph of the naval appropriation 
bill relating to the nsw vessels, all the 
other paragraphs of the bill having 
been disposed of yesterday. 
Only one 


amendment has been offered, appropri- 
ating 960,000 for building the quay and 
wing walls of the Brooklyn drydock 
The only Incident of interest in tho 
discussion was the renewal of the old 
fight to transfer the naval observatory 
from the jurisdiction of the navy de- 
partment. There was a rather warm 
exchange of sarcastic compliments on 
the subject bstween Congressmen Can- 
non, Boutelle and Robinson, rep., Pa., 
but nothing was done with the matter. 
Before the appropriation bill was taken 
up Congressman Boutelle, rising to a 
personal explanation, stated that the 
colloquy last Tudsday between himself 
and Congressman Wheeler, dem., Ala., 
regarding the attitude of ex-confeder- 
ates toward the bill to retire Gen. 
Grant, had been changed. Me stated 
that it did him an injustice, for, as 
printed, it "left his statement resting 
upon nothing, whereas, as it actually 
occurred, it was based upon the record 
of the house. Congressman Wheeler 
explained that he had changed his 
copy in order to correct a mistake in 
his statement, having been denied the 
opportunity to make the correction in 
open house during the course of the 
debate, when he had discovered it. 
The record was ordered corrected so as 
to accurately report what had occurred. 
Congressman Bartlett, dem., N. Y,, 
as a matter of personal privilege, de- 
nied the truthfulness of an item in a 
Washington paper stating that he had

to 
Congressman Sulzer, 


dem., N. Y., the copy of the circular 
letter to his constituents written by 
Congressman 
Gibson, rep., 
Tenn., 


which had formed the subject of the 
rather amusing passage between those 
gentlemen during the course of the 
debate on the Bayard resolution of cen- 
sure.

CLOSE OF AN ACTIVE CAREER. 
Buddon Death of HrJg.-Gen. Tliomat Lin- 


coln CaHeyf Rvtlrad* 


Washington, March 28.—Brig.-Gen. 


Thomas Lincoln Casey, retired, late 
chief of engineers, United States army, 
who died at his residence in this city 
yesterday afternoon, after an attack 
of apoplexy which he suffered on tha 
street while on his way to his office in 
the new congressional library build- 
ing, was the son and grandson of sol- 
diers. His father was Gen. Silas Casey, 
and a brother of that name, Capt. 
Silas Casey, U. &. N., Btill survives. He 
was born at Madison barracks, Saek- 
ett's Harbor, N Y., on May 10, 1811, 
and m 1818 received an appointment to 
the United States military academy as 
a cadot-at-laige, and four years later 
graduated at the head of his class, and 
entered the engineer corps as second 
lieutenant in 185-'. At the outbreak of 
the civil war he was sent to Sew Eng- 
land as superintendent engineer of tho 
permanet defenses nnd field fortifica- 
tions on the coast of Maine. In March, 
1S65, he was brevet ted lieutenant-colo- 
nel and colonel "for faithful and meri- 
torious services during the war." lie 
was sent to Europe in 1S73 on official 
business. Serving as superintending 
engineer of public buildings and 
grounds in the District of Columbia he 
was placed in charge of tho Potomac 
aqueduct, and to him also was com- 
mitted the completion of the state, war 
and navy department building, tha 
Washington National monument, the 
construction of the medical museum 
and library. From 1880 to 18SS ho was 
president of the board of engineers 
for fortifications and other public 
works at New York, and on July 6, 
1888, he was appointed brigadier-gen- 
eral and chief of engineers, U. S A., by 
president Cleveland. The war depart- 
ment was informed of Gen. Casey'i> 
death, and appropriate action will be 
taken after the family can ba con- 
sulted. 


GREAT BRITAIN AND ITALY. 


An Alliance Formed After Italy Threat- 


ened To Abandon Kauala. 


Rome, March 2$.—In the 
senate 


last night Baron Blanc, ex-minister of 
foreign affairs, affirmed that the alli- 
ance between Great Britain and Italy 
was an accomplished fact. The alli- 
ance had been concluded, the ex-minis- 
ter said, under a threat of the aban- 
donment of Kassala by the Italians. 
Advices from Massowah state that 
Gen. Baldissera, commander-in-chief of 
the Italian forces in Abyssinia, has 
started from Asmar with a strong 
force. The object of the expedition is, 
if possibla, to liberate the Italian gar- 
rison at Adigrat.
